That the Houſe-Viſitors enquire 
every Day, whether the foregoing Rules 
concerning Officers, Servants and Patients, 
have been obſerved; particularly, whether 
the Patients be duly attended; whether 
Prayers have been duly read; whether the 
Patients, or Servants, have been guilty of 
Swearing, Drunkenneſs, any Immoralitv, 
or Indecency; whether the Proviſions be 


good; and whether any have been carried 


out, or brought in to the Patients clandeſ- 
tinely: and that they enter what they 
think obſervable in A Book Provided for | 
that purpoſe. . 
90. That the e Apothecary, 
and Servants, be ready to attend the Vi- 
ſitors in the Board Room; that when the 


Viſfitors enter the Wards. the Servants. 


withdraw, and the Patients ſtand by the; 5 
e Beds.
